Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants arguments are not convincing, because it is the examiner contention that the teachings of the 
primary reference on column 1 , lines 43-51 , would certainly motivate to one of ordinary skill in the art to use fibrils with diameter of less 
than 1 micron, since it is known that fibers with less than 1 micron in diameter wauM are required to entrap and bind fine particles. 
Applicants have not provided any convincing arguments of why it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use 
such range, i.e. less than 1 micron fibers, in view of the primary reference teaching. Note that it has been held that "A combination of 
reference teachings may be obvious in the technological sense even though business or economic considerations would previously have 
counseled against such a combination." In re Farenkopf, 713 F2d 714; 219 USPQ 1 . 
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
